As a general 
rale, packing house firms do not invest 
in real estate as a matter of speculation, 
and the custom has not been violated in 
this case. It is not yet known when the 
removal will ba made, but it is under 
stood that work on the new packing 
houses will be began as soon as practi 
cable and hastened to completion.

Danville has boasted for years its en- 


tire freedom from the retail liquor traf- 
fic, save what was indulged in by drag 
stores, but recently a man named West 
gave notice that he would make appli- 
cation for a license. Per consequence, 
the town is in arms over the proposition 
and a call is being made "to lay aside 
business, hold a town meeting.and work 
in harmony to defeat this effort to estab- 
lish the hell-born saloon in our city and 
county."
